Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 22.—The purpose 
of Representative Rainey of Atoka in 
providing for a court of criminal ap­ 
peals. as carried in a bill offered by 
him a few days ago. is to relieve •! •* 
congestion which, it is figured, trill 
confront the supreme court 
for 
a. 
least the next two years. 
Mr. Rainey 
shows that there were transferred 
the supreme court from both terr!- j 
tories on the day of statehood a total 
Of JtiS cases of all characters. Sine** 
statehood, sixtv-six cases have been 
filed with {he supreme court, and a; 
the present there 
qre 
pending 
427 
easts. It is understood, though, from 
an unofficial source that the liar of 
the state will indorse the measure. 
The new court is to consist of three 
judges, to be appointed by the gover­ 
nor. and receive $3,000 per year sal­ 
ary, the same as now allowed District 
Judges of the state. 
The court shall 
exist until the first Monday of 1910 
only. unless continued by the next 
legislature. The court is not to “mi­ 
grate.’' as is the custom in Texas, bu 
hold all of its sessions in Guthrie, o» 
the seat of government 
New Court** Jurisdiction. 
lr is intended that the new court 
shall have exclusive appellate juris­ 
diction in all criminal cases of what­ 
ever grade, 
coextensive 
with 
the 
state, except in cases where the con­ 
struction of the constitution 
of the 
state, United States and acts of con­ 
gress are involved, when a writ of er­ 
ror will lie to th 
supreme court of 
the state. 
Authority is conferred up­ 
on the supreme court to transfer to the j 
court or criminal appeals all the crim-j 
ilia I cases pending. 
The new court’s work is not to ne 
confined to criminal business aioli . 
but the supreme court may refer to it j 
any civil -cases for examination and j 
rejiort, which would work. the bill *x-j 
plains, to the relief of the present sn- j 
preni court docket. One section of tie* 
bill provides that the court of crimin­ 
al appeals shall render a decision a 
each cases within three months from 
the date the case is submitted. 
rile bill follows somewhat the T xa^ 
law and appears to full ycover the sub­ 
ject as applied to the present situa­ 
tion in Oklahoma.

Bankers Association, group No. I. of 
Oklahoma met here today about loo 
strong.

the bankers were discussed, but the 
one given most attention was th:*r of 
the deposit insurance feature of rh J 
Oklahoma banking act. 
As a rule, the j 
state bank officers an* pleased with j 
the law. 
The National bauk 
men 
at

meeting are hostile against applying J 
th 
deposit insurance law 
to 
!Vi.* 
banks. They .want it first tried on th** 
state banks, believing it will not guar­ 
antee payment to deposits. They s.iy 
that the state asks collateral trim 
banks to 
guarantee 
their 
deposit. 
showing a doubt as to the faith of th 
legislators in the law’. 
The principal 
talk mad** against the law was by 
Cashier Hoagland of the American 
National bank of Oklahoma City. This 
law is similar to one passed in New 
York in 1829 and repealed twelve years 
ater. Other subjects discussed were 
exchange charges, usury, panic, state 
school money and how to get it, etc.

BOA T AND BALLOON. 


BROOKLYNITE INVEN TS MACHINE 
TO CONQUER AIR AND SEA. 


Vessel Built with Wings Like a Bird 
and Can Keep on Water for 
Days at a Time— Craft Pat­ 
ented in Six Countries. 


Brooklyn.—A 
combination 
boat 
and balloon—a thing that shall sail on 
the water and then, by letting go a 
little ballast, rise like a bird to any 
height from which to 
drop 
lyddite 
shells on vessels of an enemy's fleet, 
a nautical freak, both fish and bird— 
Is what A. Perry Bliven of Brooklyn 
claims to have invented. He declares 
he has patented his invention in six 
countries, and says that if it were not 
mechanically perfect patents 
would 
not have been granted by so many 
governments. 
Mr. Bliven has been a working in­ 
ventor for 40 years. He is considered 
an expert on boiler and marine en­ 
gineering. He is also a yacht design­ 


er, and professes to have sold two 
steamship patents for $200,000 each. 
Mr. Bliven says that he has refused 
an offer of $750,000 for the airship pat­ 
ent and that negotiations are now 
pending between the syndicate of own­ 
ers and European capitalists for the 
sale of the foreign patents for $1,750,- 
000, or a pro rata value for each coun­ 
try, while the North American patents 
are being put into a trust, at a valu­ 
ation of $500,000. 
The ship consists of a 
huge 
egg 
shaped silk bag, containing hydrogen 
gas, encased in an aluminum cover. 
This rests on a small hull, shaped like 
a boat, though with twice the amount 
of beam generally allowed a boat. 
Propellers on the side of the hydro­ 
gen bag and a propeller at the stern 
of the hull drive the bird-boat forward. 
Illuminating gas is used for fuel, and 
the propellers are reversible, so that 
the boat can be turned quickly. 
As all the weight of the craft is in 
the hull and the lifting pwer is aloft, 
the airship should keep right side up 


when in flight. 
Also the side pro* 
pellers have a stvidying effect—based 
on the mechanical principle of the 
gyro wheel. 
The boat can be made to rise 
by 
letting out water ballast, for hull and 
bag weigh less than the air displaced. 
The ship can be brought back to the 
water by letting out some of the hy 
drogen gas in the bag 
The upper part or egg shaped 
aluminum balloon, according to the 
details of construction, contains hydro­ 
gen gas of a lifting power 15 per cent 
greater than is required to raise the 
weight of the boat The balloon is put 
into the aluminum 
frame 
through 
manholes while in a state of collapse 
When the gas has been pumped in the 
apertures the aluminum covers are 
sealed so that no gas can escape. 
Below the aluminum body is the 
hull which contains a cabin, engine 
room, two apartments for kerosene 
two for water ballast, and 30,000 cubic 
feet of illuminating gas. 
As this ii 
luminating gas also has great lifting 
power, the work of the hydrogen bag 
is made easier. In order not to make 
the boat too light, the water ballast is 
carried in sufficient quantity to offset 
the lifting power of the Illuminating 
gas. As the gas is used up, the water 
ballast is allowed to run out. 
The kerosene is kept on hand in 
order that fuel will be ready should 
the illuminating gas escape. The hull 
of the boat is made watertight and 
seaworthy, its supporting power be­ 
ing five times the weight of the bag 
cabin, engines, ballast, and 
other 
parts. 
Directly over the side 
propellers 
and attached to the aluminum egg, are 
wide wings, sloping as those of a bird. 
This, the inventor contends, if 
the 
hydrogen gas should 
escape, would 
serve as a parachute, and prevent the 
boat from falling with dangerous ve­ 
locity. 
The inventor claims the following 
special advantages for the Bliven air­ 
ship: 
It can be driven over the surface 
of the water for days at a time, and 
then be made to rise by letting out 
the water ballast. 
The form of the ship is such that it 
can be driven through the air with the 
maximum amount of speed attainable 
by its engines. 
By the arrangement of its screws it 
can be handled in air as readily as a 
modern steam yacht on the water. 
It can take flights of many days, 
owing to its space for crew, provi­ 
sions, etc. 
It can be constructed in any size 
up to 600 feet in length, having a 
carrying capacity ranging from 500 to 
100,000 pounds, independent 
of 
its 
weight, which means that its passen­ 
ger capacity may be from three to 
300 men. 
As an engine of war it would be ter­ 
ribly effective, and for meteorological 
and 
geographical 
observations 
it 
would be invaluable. 
The inventor has proved 
all 
his 
ideas, he says, on a model airship five 
feet long. 
He has obtained patents 
in the United States, Canada, Great 
Britain, France, and Italy, so far, and 
he has made requisitions for patents 
in other lands. 


ED. 
L. OOHENEY OF TEXAS HAS 
MADE RAPID ADVANCE. 


Plainsman Accumulates Millions 
by 
Ventures in Oil in State of Cal­ 
ifornia and in the Republic 
of Mexico. 


Denison. Tex.—Thirty-five years ago 
Ed. L. Doheney rode out of Texas on 
the back of a paint pony, driving 
a 
herd of cattle toward Wichita, Kan. 
He was employed by the firm of Lee 
& Reynolds, then the great traders of 
Indian territory. 
His fortune 
was 
represented in his six shooter and his 
boots. 
The other day. after a trip back to 
the old state 
he knew as a cowboy, 
Doheney again departed from Texas, 
this time in a special car of which he 
is the owner. 
Times have changed for Doheney. 
Salted away in California banks he has 
a dozen millions or so, and planted in 
Mexico he has the monopoly of the 
oil production which is netting him 
millions .more. 
While in the state on his last trip 
lie visited Columbia and the oil 
dis­ 
trict being developed by Capt. Lee, son 
of his former employer, associated 
with W. C. Hoggard and others. 
It is 
on the banks of the 
Brazos 
river, 
from where Doheney formerly drove 
the long horns to Wichita. 
The 35 years that have intervened 
between the wild life of a cow punch­ 
er and the wild life of high finance 
were those of experience. 
A year be­ 
fore Doheney came to be a millionaire 
he was riding around Los Angeles on 
the high seat of an oil wagon, guiding 
a team and measuring gasoline to cus­ 
tomers. 
Afterward he steered a drill into the 
oil sand and made the 
stake 
upon 
which he started. 
Then he turned the 
screws of a contract into the Santa Fe 
Railroad Company and made a fortune. 
At the same time he made things so 
interesting for President Ripley that 
the two became business associates. 
Mr. Doheney did not say whether 
he expected to invest in the Columbia 
oil field, but the association of 
his 
trip there caused a number of others 
to invest. 
He said he did not want 
his name to influence anyone to make 
an investment. 
“They seem to have found some oil 
flow? there," he said. 
“What they

When this result has been at­ 
tained. drop some eggs gently into the 
hot oil; follow quickly with shrimp. ■ 
French peas and capers, and let the 
mixture remain over the fire just long 
enough to enable the eggs to poach to 
the extent desired. 
Then, season to • 
taste with salt, white pepper, and pap- j 
rika. 
As this combination of egg, fish and 
vegetable should appear at the table 
in the same utensil in which it is 
cooked, it may be made still more 
attractive by being prepared in indi- i 
vidua! dishes—one or two eggs and a J 
corresponding quantity of shrimp, peas 
and capers being apportioned to each 
dish.

BROOKLYNITE INVENTS MACHINE 


TO CONQUER AIR AND SEA. 


Vesiel Built with Wings Like a Bird 


and Can Keep on Water for 


Days at a Time—Craft Pat- 


ented In Six Countries 


Brooklyn.—A 
combination 
boat 


and balloon—a thing tbat shall sail on 
the water and then, by letting go a 
little ballast, rise like a bird to any 
height from which to drop lyddite 
shells on vessels of an enemy's fleet, 
a nautical freak, both flsh and bird— 
Is what A. Perry Bllven ot Brooklyn 
claims to have Invented. He declares 
he has patented his invention In six 
countries, and says that it It were not 
mechanically perfect patents would 
not have been granted by so many 
governments. 


Mr. Bllven has been a working in- 


ventor for 40 years. He Is considered 
an expert on boiler and marine en- 
gineering. He is also a yacht design-

er. and professes to have sold two 
steamship patents for 1200,000 each. 


Mr. Bliven says that he has refused 


an offer of $750,000 for the airship pat- 
ent and that negotiations are now 
pending between the syndicate of own- 
ers and European capitalists for the 
sale of the foreign patents for $1,750,- 
000, or a pro rata value for each coun- 
try, while the North American patents 
are being put Into a trust, at a valu- 
ation ot $500,000. 


The ship consists of a huge egg 


shaped silk bag, containing hydrogen 
gas, encased in an aluminum cover. 
This rests on a small hull, shaped like 
a boat, though with twice the amount 
of beam generally allowed a boat. 


Propellers on the side of the hydro- 


gen bag and a propeller at the stern 
of the hull drive the bird-boat forward. 
Illuminating gas is used for fuel, and 
the propellers are reversible, so that 
the boat can be turned quickly. 


As all the weight ot the craft is in 


the bull and the lifting pwer Is aloft, 
the airship should keep right side up 


when in flight, also the side pro* 
pellers have a etvvJylng effect—based 
on the mechanical principle ot the 
gyro wheel. 


The boat can be made to rise by 


letting out water ballast, for hull and 
bag weigh less than the air displaced. 
The ship can be brought back to the 
water by letting out some ot the hy 
drogen gas in the bag. 


The upper part or egg shape 


aluminum balloon, according to th 
details of construction, contains hydro 
gen gas of a lifting power 15 per cent 
greater than is required to raise th 
weight of the boat The balloon is pu 
Into the aluminum frame 
through 


manholes while in a state of collapse 
When the gas has been pumped in th< 
apertures the aluminum covers an 
sealed so that no gas can escape. 


Below the aluminum body is the 


hull which contains a cabin, engine 
room, two apartments for kerosene 
two for water ballast, and 30,000 cubic 
feet of illuminating gas. As this il 
laminating gas also has great lifting 
power, the work of the hydrogen bag 
is made easier. In order not to make 
the boat too light, the water ballast I; 
carried In sufficient quantity to offse 
the lifting power of the illuminating 
gas. As the gas is used up, the watei 
ballast is allowed to run out. 


The kerosene is kept on hand In 


order that fuel will be ready shonlc 
the illuminating gas escape. The hul 
of the boat is made watertight and 
seaworthy, its supporting power be 
ing five times the weight of the bag 
cabin, engines, ballast, and 
other 


parts. 
Directly over the side propellers 


and attached to the aluminum egg, are 
wide wings, sloping as those of a bird 
This, the inventor contends, if 
the 


hydrogen gas should escape, would 
serve as a parachute, and prevent the 
boat from falling with dangerous ve 
locity. 


The Inventor claims the following 


special advantages for the Bliven all- 
ship: 


It can be driven over the surface 


of the water for days at a time, and 
then be made to rise by letting out 
the water ballast. 


The form of the ship is such that it 


can be driven through the air with the 
maximum amount of speed attainable 
by Its engines. 


By the arrangement of its screws It 


can be handled in air as readily as a 
modern steam yacht on the water. 


It can take flights of many days, 


owing to its space for crew, provi- 
sions, etc. 


It can be constructed in any size 


up to 600 feet in length, having 
carrying capacity ranging from 600 to 
100,000 pounds, independent of 
its 


weight, which means that its passen- 
ger capacity may be from three to 
300 men. 


As an engine of war it would be ter- 


ribly effective, and for meteorological 
and 
geographical 
observations 
it 


would.be Invaluable. 


The Inventor has proved 
all his 


ideas, he says, on a model airship five 
feet long. He has obtained patents 
In the United States, Canada, Great 
Britain, France, and Italy, so far, and 
he has made requisitions for patents 
In other lands.

CORN LIKE CENTURIES 
AGO. 


Ear Similar to That of Ancients Grown 


by Freak of Nature. 


Des Moines, la.—Nature forgot Its

The ear of corn Is 
the most remarkable ever shown in 
the corn be't.

It is not a tassel. It IB a head like 


that ot any small grain, having little 
cupa, in some of which perfect grains 
of corn have formed. 


It is claimed this was the original 


form ot corn by agronomists who 
have seen it and that centuries of cul- 
tivation has brought it to the present 
form.

Returned Traveler Tells How to Pro. 


(tare Cuban Delicacy. 


Charles J. Post, the illustrator, who 


has just returned from Cuba, Is mak- 
ing all his friends happy by telling 
them how to prepare a new and most 
delectable supper dish, says the New 
York Times. 
This is tbe "Huevos 


Malaguena," which has long been one 
of the favorite viands served at the 
best Havana restaurants. 


While it Is possible to prepare this 


dish in the chafing dish, the Cuban 
method of cooking It is to make it 
directly over the fire in a porcelain 
lined stew pan. Into this the cook 
pours some good olive oil—not a tea- 
spoonful or two, or enough to Just 
grease the bottom of the pan, but a 
goodly quantity, that the oil may bub- 
ble conspicuously when 
sufficiently 


heated. When this result has been at- : 
tained, drop some eggs gently into tbe 
hot oil; follow quickly with shrimp, 
French peas and capers, and let the 
mixture remain over the fire just long 
enough to enable the eggs to poach to 
the extent desired. Then, season to 
taste with salt, white pepper, and pap- 
rika. 


As this combination of egg, fish and 


vegetable should appear at the table 
in the same utensil in which it Is 
cooked, it may be made still more 
attractive by being prepared In indi- 
vidual dishes—one or two eggs and a 
corresponding quantity of shrimp, peas 
and capers being apportioned to each 
dish. But however it may be made, 
one thing at least is certain. It may 
be depended upon to play the role 
of a captivating surprise at whatever 
hour ot the day of evening you may 
Invite your guests to partake of it. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


When mixing mustard add a drop or 


two of salad oil to it. It will greatly 
improve the flavor. 


A tablespoonful of borax Is an agree- 


able addition to the dishwater and 
helps to keep the hands sott. Instead 
of Irritating them, as soda does. 


To keep lemons as well as to Im- 


prove their flavor, put them Into more 
than enough water to cover them and 
change it every day or two. 


A pan ot borax and sugar kept under 


the sink will discourage roaches. 


Plenty of hot water and washing 


soda put down the sink pipes will keep 
them clear and lessen the plumber's 
bill. 


If tea or coffee be spilled on a wool- 


en material it may be removed by ap- 
plying glycerin to the spot, afterward 
washing out the glycerin with water.

should be cleaned with lemon juice 
and salt. Cut a lemon In half, dip 
it In salt and with it rub the Ivory.

TO CONQUER AIR AND 
SEA. 


Vessel Built with Wings Like a Bird 


and Can Keep on Water for 


Days at a Time—Craft Pat- 


ented In Six Countries 


Brooklyn.—A 
combination 
boat 


and ballooi 
thing tbat shall sail on 


the water and then, by letting go 
little ballast, rise like a bird to any 
height from which to 
drop lyddite 


shells on vessels of an enemy's fleet, 
a nautical freak, both fish and bird— 
Is what A. Perry Bllven of Brooklyn 
claims to have invented. He declares 
ha has patented his invention In six 
countries, and says that if it were not 
mechanically perfect patents would 
not have been granted by so many 
governments. 


Mr. Bllven has been a working In- 


ventor for 40 years. He is considered 
an expert on boiler and marine en- 
gineering. He Is also a yacht design-

er, and professes to have sold two 
steamship patents for 1200,000 each. 


Mr. Bliven says that he has refused 


an offer of $750,000 for the airship pat- 
ent and that negotiations are now 
pending between the syndicate of own- 
ers and European capitalists for the 
sale of the foreign patents for $1,760,- 
000, or a pro rata value for each coun- 
try, while the North American patents 
are being put Into a trust, at a valu- 
ation of $500,000. 


The ship consists of a huge egg 


shaped silk bag, containing hydrogen 
gas, encased in an aluminum cover. 
This rests on a small hull, shaped like 
a boat, though with twice the amount 
of beam generally allowed a boat. 


Propellers on the side of the hydro- 


gen bag and a propeller at the stern 
of the hull drive the bird-boat forward.

Love Story of Former President Here- 


tofore Unpublished. 


Lancaster, Pa.—In a paper read be- 


fore the Lancaster County Historical 
society, Mrs. James D. Landls brought 
to light a hitherto unpublished story 
of a love affair of President James 
Buchanan, which, it Is said, led Penn- 
sylvania's only president to lead the 
life ot a bachelor until bis death. 


The Incident which led to the break- 


ing of Buchanan's engagement with 
his fiancee occurred 
In this city. 


The future president, a young lawyer 
at the time, was associated with Wil- 
liam Jenkins of this city In a case 
being argued before the supreme.court 
In Philadelphia, and Mr. Buchanan 
had gone to Philadelphia In the Inter- 
est of the case. On bis return he 
stopped at the home of Mr. Jenkins 
to acquaint him with the details of 
the argument. 


Miss Grace P. Hubley, so tn» story 


tuns, a sister-in-law of Jenkins^ »ear- 
Ing Mr. Buchanan 
speaking, came 


downstairs to greet him, Th« young 


lawyer then took bis departure. Miss 
Hubley later wrote a note to MlM 
Ann Coleman, Mr. Buchanan's fiancee, 
telling her jokingly that she had a 
call from him, and that they had had 
a pleasant afternoon. together. 


This so angered Miss Coleman, It Is 


said, that, without waiting for an ex- 
planation from 
Mr. Buchanan, she 


broke the engagement. A short time 
later Miss Coleman made a hurried 
trip to Philadelphia, where she died 
very suddenly, reports at the time 
saying that her death was due to sui- 
cide, caused by remorse. Miss Cole- 
man's body was brought to Lancaster 
and It lies In St. James' churchyard.
